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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


Your school board present at this time only a brief 
of the annual school report, because of the change in 
the school laws of the state, requiring the tabulated and 
general report to be finished and sent to the superin- 
tendent of public instruction by the first of August of 
each year; so that the school year now begins with Sep- 
tember and ends with June; while the fiscal year com- 
mences and ends about the middle of February; ac- 
cordingly, the financial report must be presented on or 
before the annual town meeting. 

With gratification your school board can report pro- 
gress in all our schools the past year. The town system 
is showing more and more its advantages over the dis- 
trict scheme. Its tendency is to bring the youths in the 
different parts of the town to the same level and a higher 
plane of education. In its operation it is proving to 
be truly democratic, demolishing all class distinction, 
allowing the scholars, whether rich or poor, to rank 
according to real merit. This is a result that cannot be 
too highly appreciated under our form of government. 
With us, principle, not money, should control ; the first 
must hold the supremacy, or evil will get into the sad- 
dle and drive at a dizzy rate to destruction. 

Then the graded classification is proving of marked 
utility, enabling the pupils to accomplish far more in a 
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given time than would otherwise be possible. Ofcourse 
it requires promotions to be made whenever demanded, 
thereby giving to every student the opportunity of doing 
his best. By this method the teachers and pupils know 
to start with what is expected of them for the term, or 
the year. It is adapting certain means to certain ends ; 
it is fitting a plan to the needs of the young, instead of 
the young to the needs of a plan. 

We have been very fortunate in our corps of teach- 
ers the past year. We feel that they, have been loyal to 
a high sense of duty, making the welfare of our schools 
their chief and highest concern. We have been partic- 
ularly pleased with their special preparation, made 
beforehand, for their class work. Without mastering 
the subjects to be taught before going into the school- 
room, no teacher can acquit herself acceptably before 
her classes ; otherwise she will be hampered by the text 
book, and so will fail to awaken the pupils to the sub- 
ject in hand; for what a teacher does not possess, she 
cannot impart to others. 

The teachers’ weekly meeting for discussing school 
matters, reading and considering works treating of child- 
study, have proved of intrinsic value to our schools. 
We not only want teachers zz the school but out of it. 
Precept to be truly effective, must be supported by 
example ; the daily walk of teachers is telling either for 
good or evil. Let it be of a high order and it builds for 
the ages, but if it is frivolous, having little regard for 
the good of others, then, how it thwarts and tears down 
character.. The true teacher is achieving the most 
exalted results. 

The school year that has just closed has been an 
unusual one; first, because of the scarlet fever and diph- 
theria which prevailed in the fall, causing all our schools, 
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but one, to stop two or three weeks. ‘This was a great 
misfortune to our children, still we have reason to be very 
grateful that the diseases did not prevail to so alarming 
extent as was at first feared, and that they did not prove 
fatal to any of the pupils; and second, from the finan- 
cial embarassment of the banks in the state, depriving 
our schools of several hundred dollars, which has una- 
voidably shortened them three weeks and involved us in 
a small debt. Could we have known of these mishaps 
at the beginning of the year, or even at the middle, it 
would have made considerable difference with our plan- 
ning and work. But we need submit to the inevitable, 
always doing our best under the circumstances. 

The order in our schools generally has been good; 
the students for the most part have co-operated with the 
teachers in making the schools still and pleasant. The 
pupils have seemed to realize that good conduct is the 
first essential for ranking well, or having permission to 
remain in school. In the few instances of discipline the 
parents have sustained the teachers and the school 
board, and so the result has been submission to the reg- 
ulations, and reformation. 

The greatest obstruction at present in educational 
progress is the ignorance, indifference and extreme self- 
ishness of some parents. Many a mother who would 
die for a child, will not think carefully and candidly of 
the child’s real want, and cannot be induced to visit his 
- school and so have a chance to learn what is being done 
by the teachers for his lasting good, and is often heard 
to say, ‘‘I know as much about my children as anybody, 
and others must keep their hands off.” But when man- 
hood or womanhood comes, how is it with such  chil- 
dren? Have you ever known any one to sow tares and 
reap wheat? 
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The owner of fine horses is sure to visit their trainer 
frequently, which is right; but how often it is the case 
that the owners of promising children fail to visit their 
school, or never do unless it is when the teacher at the 
close of a term or year, gets upanexhibition. Schools 
should be and must be carefully and faithfully super- 
vised to accomplish the greatest good. No department 
of business will prosper without due inspection and 
direction ; this is especially true of our schools and the 
cause of education. 

In the Greek church of Russia, every child must be 
baptized and consecrated by a priest using sacred oil in 
completing the service by dipping a small soft brush in 
the oil and drawing it across the eyes, that henceforth 
he may see the good only; then across the ears that he 
may hear the good only; and then across the mouth 
that he may speak the good only; and then across the 
hands that he may do only good. 

Now let our process of education baptize our children 
into the highest thought and sentiment, and they will 
surely become developed into the sons and daughters of 


the Most High.

The engine house has been remodeled, and is now

All of the apparatus of the department is in first- 
class order. Three hundred feet of hose may be 
needed as some of the old is getting worn. It is hoped 
the town will consider favorably, purchasing uniforms 
for the steamer company.
